Don't neglect a cut, «o matter how 


trifling. 
Infection frequently has re- 


sulted in loss of a finger or toe. Blood 
poisoning may- result in weeks of 
iickness. 
The whole system may 
feel tfie effects of careless treatment. 
"Clean cuts" are made by a sharp 
blade passing through the cuticle, or 
outer »kin, into the vascular, or, true 
skin. 
If only the eapllarlM jor a 
small vein is injured, the bleeding 
soon.stops. If deep, an artery may 
be severed or muscles, tendons ana 
ligaments injured. 
If the instrument is dull, lacera- 


tion, a jagged wound, may result. 
Such must be carefully treated to re- 
move dirt or foreign matter. 
The 
flesh and cuticle must be bound to- 
gether to avoid scars. 
In slight cuts, wash the wouad 


With pure water, boiled If possible. 
Peroxide of hydrogen is also excel- 
lent. "When properly cleanoed, apply 
iodine and alcohol in equal parts 
(tincture of iodine) with a small 
brush or §wab of absorbent cotton. 
Put 
a, piece of sterilized gauze or 
clean white cotton over the wound 
and bandage. 


In deeper cuts, where an artery has 
been Injured, it may be necessary to 
use a ligature, to tie or bind the ends 
of the severed artery. In severe cases 
a tourniquet may be needed to pre- 
vent bleeding to death 
In such a 
case, bind the wound between the cut 
and the body with a small rope, a 
strip of cotton or rubber bands. In- 
sert a stick under the binder, and 
twist until the bleeding stops 
"

Poincare Demands 


German Payment

PARIS, Aug 27. —"Pay us or we 


stay " 


This was Premier Poincare's reply 
to Chancellor Stresemann yesterday 
in a speech in the little Lorraine 
village of Chassey, of 200 Inhabitants, 
dedicating a war monument'. 


"What we 
did fifty-three 
years 
ago," the premier declared, referring 
to the payment of ransom to Ger- 
many in 171, "our former, enemies 
can at least try to do today If not 
they force us to execute on them what 
they menaced us with then—pay us 
or we stay" 


Premier Poincare recalled to his 
hearers the history 
of the ^Tar of 
171, when Germany, without any de- 
vastated provinces, made France-pay 
ransom in order to get the German 
troops out of the country. Es drew 
another picture of "If Germany had 
won," pointing out the disaster every 
allied country would have had to 
face in the way of indemnities and 
annexations 
He culminated on the phrase which 
already —by newspaper reaction— 
seems adopted as France's watch- 
word for the Ruhr—"pay us or we 
stay "
